The hospitals in the university's 
medical center are Cardinal 
Glennon Hospital for Children. 
Firmin Desloge Hospital and the 
Wohl Mental Health Institute, 
which is to be dedicated Nov. 8 


The university acquired Des- 


loge Hospital in 1959, having 
taken it over from the Sisters 
of St. Mary. 


Reasons for Policy. 


Citing reasons for the new pol- 
icy, Dr. Colbert said the uni- 
versity is planning a large ex- 
pansion of the medical center. 
Requiring physicians to spend 
more of their time in the cen- 
ter, he said, ‘a formal and 
vigorous approach to the com- 
plete development of a major 
medical center.” 

An even more important rea- 
son for the change, he said; is 
to assure that faculty members 
stay in close touch with the 
academic atmosphere at the uni- 


is 


versity. 
“If a man never is in the 
medical center, he is, in effect, 


cutting himself off from a major 
source of medical information,” 
Dr. Colbert said. 

The dean said that he decided, 
with the concurrence of other 
medical school officials and the 
Very Rev. Paul C, Reinert S.J., 
president of the university, that 
the teaching and training of the 
medical students should be done 
in hospitals‘ controlled by the 
university. Thus, faculty mem- 
bers were asked to refer pa- 
tients to university hospitals 

Many Not Active. 

Most of those who were dis- 
missed have not been active on 
the faculty for many years. Dr. 
Colbert said. 

Letters informing the school’s 
620 faculty members, including 
full-time and part-time, of the 
change in policy were sent out 
last March. Faculty members 
were asked to comply with the 
policy change by Sept. 1. Last 
Tuesday, those who had not 
complied were sent notices that 
they would not be re-appointed. 

Dr. Colbert denied reports of 
some dismissed physicians that 
the nursing care at Desloge Hos- 
pital was inferior. He _ said 
nursing care there was ‘‘excel- 
lent.” 

He said many doctors regard 
Desloge as a clinical hospital be- 
cause this was the role it played 
for many years. However, he 
said, this has not been the case 
in recent years, though many 
doctors still have ‘‘this habit of 
thought.”

Later, in the exchange, Tsar- 
apkin said ‘‘a nuciear and rocket 
war comes ever nearer because 
of the policy ef the United States 
and its Western Allies.”’

Stalin Wanted Bomb Used. 

Stevenson replied that not only 
had the Soviet Union not pro- 
tested against the use of the 
atomic bomb on Japan in World 
War II. but that when told the 
United States had the bomb, Sta- 
lin had replied, “I hope you use 
it 

I want to repeat,”’ Stevenson 
said, ‘“‘that this nuclear explo- 
sion is a violence unheard of in 
human history.”’ He said the big 
Russian bomb “‘has no purpose 

except intimidation. If this is Sov- 
jet realism, God help us all 
escape from Russian realism.” 

“By this arrogant act.” Stev- 
enson said, ‘“‘the Soviets have 
added injury to insult 

They broke the moratorium 
on nuclear weapons testing. 
They have raised atmospheric 
pollution to new heights. ' 
They have started a new race. 
for more deadly weapons. They 
have contemptuously spurned 
the appeal of the United Nations 
and of all peace-loving peoples. 

“They “have advanced no jus- 
tification for exploding this 

monstrous and unnecessary weap- 
on. They have been wholly un- 
moved by the dangers of radio- 
active fallout. 

“The United States delegation 
deeply deplores this great leap 
forward—by the Soviet Union— 
in the direction of disaster.” 

Called Act of Terror. 

C.W.A, Schurmann of The 
Netherlands told the committee 
the exnlosion of the Russian su- 
perbomb had ‘‘nothing to do 
wth considerations of a military 
mature.

U.S. Position Supported.

As 
an alternative he suggested a 
voluntary moratorium on at- 
mospheric tests, allowing the 
great powers to continue testing 
underground.

To pass a reso- 
lution asking all nations to end 
bomb. tests at this point, Western 
diplomats said, would therefore 
allow the Russians to have an 
advantage in the nuclear arms 
race. 

After passage of the resolution 
directed specifically at the Rus- 
sian 59-megaton bomb, a pro- 
cedural fight followed, in which 
neutralist sponsors of the mora- 
torium resolution sought priority 
for passage of their action over 
the American-British action. 

This procedural conflict was 
ended today in view of the 
Soviet test. Arthur H. Dean, the 
American delegate handling the 
test ban issue, withdrew his 
previous motion asking for pri- 
ority for the American-British 
resolution.

LONDON, Oct. 30 (UPI) 
The non-Communist world de- 
plored today the action of the 
Soviet Union in setting off its 
monster bomb in defiance of ap- 
peals to call off the test. 


In London, the Foreign Office 
said the British Government 
shared ‘‘the indignation which 
will be universally felt at this 
wanton disregard for the wel- 
fare and safety of the human 
race.”’ 

In Oslo, Norwegian Prime Min- 
ister Gerhardsend said he and 
all others who had hoped the 
Soviet Union would refrain were 
bitterly disappointed. He said 
the radioactive fallout from the 
super bomb would cause unrest 
and fear all over the world. 

Danish Prime Minister Kamp- 
mann said in Copenhagen that he 
had hoped up to the last minute 
that the Soviet Union would hold 
off on its big bomb. But now, 
he said, ‘I can only say | am 
deeply worried.” 

Resolution From Sweden.

Administration Again 


Increases Figure for 
Current Fiscal Year, 
Says It Is Not Infla- 
tionary.

By RAYMOND P. BRANDT 
Chief Washington Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 30 — The 
Kennedy Administration has 
again increased its estimate of 
the Treasury budget deficit for 


the current fiscal year, this time 
to $6,900,000,000. 

In an official review of the 
governmental finances for the 


year ending June 30, the Bureau 
of the Budget announced last 
night that it estimated expendi- 
tures of 89 billion dollars against 
receipts of $82,100,000,000. 

The announcement, contained 
in a brochure entitled “The 1962 
Budget Review.”’ said that in the 
present economic situation the 
estimated deficit “is not infla- 
tionary.” 

Reasons Given. 

The reasons given for this con- 
clusion were: 

“The economic recovery thus 
far has not brought price in- 
creases or other signs of infla- 
tion created by an excess of de 
mand over supply. Unemploy- 
ment has persisted at 2 high 
level — near 7 per cent of the 
civilian labor force. There is 
considerable unused capacity in 
most industries and competition 
from foreign producers is con- 
tinuing to increase.” 

The announcement said 

‘Were unemploymem at 4 
per cent of the labor force, 
budget receipts would amount to 
approximately 91 billion dollars 
and the Federal Government 
would realize a 1962 budget sur- 
plus of two billion dollars. With 
a more fully employed economy 
in prospect for the fiscal year 
1963, the President has an- 
nounced his intention to send a 
balanced budget to Congress 


also 


next January, barring extraor- 
dinary and unforeseen defense 
requirements.” 

President Eisenhower, in his 
final budget message, in Jan- 
vary, forecast a surplus of 


$1,500,000,000 for the current fis- 
cal year if recommended legis- 
lation was approved by the 
Democratic Congress and no ad- 
ditional outlays voted. 

Found ‘Unrealistic’. 

In March, the Kennedy Admin- 
istration found these estimates 
“unrealistic’’ with under-esti- 
mates of expenditures and over- 
estimates of receipts and pre- 
dicted the deficit would be at 
Jeast $1,700,000,000. In July, the 
President raised this to $5,300,- 
000,000 because of increased mil- 
itary outlays and two weeks ago 
Secretary of the Treasury C. 
Douglas Dillon said the gap be- 
tween income and outgo would 
be around $6,750,000,000. 

Increased national defense ex- 
penditures, brought on by Com- 
munist Russian threats to the 
peace, and greater payments to 
support farm prices, caused by 
the good crop weather this year, 
accounted for the greatest part 
of the larger estimated expendi- 
tures over the actual outlays in 
fiscal 1961, when the deficit was 
$3,900,000,000. Defense Depart- 
ment spending ‘alone will be 

3.700,000,000 more than spent 
last fiscal year. The increase

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3 Leading Business Indicators 


At Peak Levels in September 


Eight of 17 Were at Top in August and 


Six Reached Highs in July 
or Earlier. 


By ° William H. Kester 
Post-Dispatch Business Correspondent. 
Only three of the 17 leading indicators of business cycle 
movements were at peak levels in September, a new report by 
the United States Department of Commerce shows. 


The monthly report, called 
Business Cyclé Developments, 
puts together many of the avail- 
able economic time series to 
provde bet- 
ter guideposts 
for determining 
which way the 
economy is 
moving and to 
improve __ busi- 
ness forecast- 
ing. Tables and 
charts of about 
70 principal in- 
dicators and 
about 350 com- 
ponents are W. H. Kester 
presented on a seasonally ad- 
justed basis. 

The indicators are classified 
as leading, roughly coincident 
and lagging, according to their 
usual timing relative to the 
course of the total business 
cycle. The leading indicators 
generally reach peaks’ or 
troughs before those in total 
economic activity. Coincident 
indicators, such as non-agri- 
cultura] employment, industrial 


‘production or retail sales, move 


roughly together with total busi- 
ness activity. Others lag the 


‘cycle—reaching peaks and lows 


after those of total 
activity. 

The indicators are grouped ac- 
cording to classifications of the 
National Bureau of Economic 
Research, a private fact-finding 
research organization. Turning 
points of the cycles are also 
those selected by the NBER. 


Fight at Peak in August. 


Of the 17 leading indicators 
for which figures were available 
when the report was published, 
eight reached peaks in August 
and six were at recent highs in 
July or earlier. The report class- 
ifies 32 indicators as leading the 
business cycle. 


The three leading indicators 
at peak levels in September 
were new orders for durable 
goods manufacturers, percentage 
of firms reporting commitments 
to buy production materials 60 
days or longer and percentage 
of firms reporting slower deliv- 
eries by vendors. 


economic 


The leading indicators reach- 
ing peaks ‘in August included 
non-agricultural placements, new 
orders for machinery and equip- 
ment, percentage of firms re 
porting commitments six months 
and over for capital expendi- 
tures, new housing starts, price 
per unit of labor cost and stock 
prices. 

Business failures and _ initial 
claims for unemployment insur- 
ance reached lows in August. 
Because these indicators move 
inversely with the cycle, they 
are considered to have reached 
highs in August for analysis 
purposes. 

There were four coincident in- 
dicators at peak levels in Sep- 
tember, the report showed. But 
seven coincident indicators had 
reached peaks in earlier months. 

Caution Urged. 

Caution was urged in use of 
the information. ‘‘The economic 
indicators in the report have 
limitations both in terms of their 
economic performance and sta- 
tistical reliability. They will not 
provide an automatic forecast 
of future business 
They should be used together 
with other economic data and 
related to political and _ inter- 
national events,’’ Secretary of 
Commerce Luther H. Hodges 
said in issuing the first report. 

Some of the recent declines 
in the leading indicators may 
have reflected the impact of re- 
cent major strikes. Further- 
more, the declines have not 
persisted as long or become as 
numerous as those that preceded 
other postwar recessions.

Suppose someone were to ask you 
how much you would be willing to 
bet that the one-spot on a die would 
appear at least once if the die is 
tossed a thousand times.

‘ally, hit enemy territory and start 
a war. And suppose that among us 
the world has a thousand such mis- 
siles.

Another Sort of Challenge 


The issue of national prepaid medical care 
for elderly and retired persons will again 
confront Congress next year, since it has 
been dealt with only in:a fractional and 
inconclusive way at the present session. In a 
very real sense it will be a test of the capacity 
of a private enterprise system to make medi- 
cal and hospital services available to all.its 
people, as a number of other countries have 
already done through socialization. Among 
these countries are Norway, Australia and 
Japan, as well as Britain, whose National 
Health Service is now in its fourteenth year. 

What socialized medicine can do to bring 
medical care within the financial reach of all 
its citizens, we hold private enterprise medi- 
cine can do at least as well, if bulwarked by 
a nationwide plan to insure that the money 
will be on hand when the bills arise. This is 
no more than a measure of prudence, similar 
to payroll deductions for the advance payment 
of income taxes and retirement benefits. 

> . > 

Our country has often in recent years felt 
itself under challenge to make its system 
produce as well as an unfriendly Soviet 
Union; in respect to the financing of medical 
and hospital services the challenge comes 
rather from one of the countries that is 
friendliest to us and most nearly like our 
own—Britain. The British health service has 
been severely criticized, not only in the 
United States but on its native heath: it leaves 
much to be desired in co-ordination, and the 
Government has had a constant struggle with 
its costs. 

But the National Health Service has per- 
formed accomplishments in the financial end 
of medical care and hospitalization to which 
the United States can offer no near parallel. 
Its problem of costs, indeed, has been largely 
brought about because the backlog of hitherto 
unmet needs was so large. That backlog is 
now being coped with for the first time, with 
notably beneficial results. 

The health of the British people generally 
has been improved. Though advances in medi- 
cal science, better diets and rising living 
standards have had something to do with the 
improvement, it can scarcely be considered 
mere coincidence that these dramatic gains 
have occurred since the National Health Serv- 
ice was inaugurated. 

Infant mortality has been reduced by a 
third, maternal mortality by nearly half, 
tuberculosis by four fifths. 

Deaths from diphtheria have been brought 
down from more than 3000 a year to as few 
as eight. 

School children are generally healthier and 
sturdier in physique than those of a decade 
ago. 

. . . 

The leading British medical journal Lancet 
has summed up these notable achievements 
by saying: “For our part we think the Na- 
tional Health Service one of the biggest im- 
provements in the life of this country since 
the war. ... It has done much to better the 
conditions of medical care, and it has been 
an immense comfort to the public.” 

Such is the record with which medical and 
hospital services in the United States have to 
compete. American medicine, we believe, is 
at least as good as, if not better than, its 
British counterpart; but the economics of 
medical care here need improvement. The 
place to start is by enabling families while 
they are employed to pay in advance for 
medical care after retirement. 

We cannot believe that private enterprise 
medicine will long continue to take a back 
seat to other systems in matching the compe- 
tence of its skills with the competence of its 
financial practices, so that medicine can ful- 
fill to the optimum extent the healing func- 
tion for which it exists. 


A Role Wisely Rejected 

The Rev. Dr. Martin Luther King was well 
advised to refuse the role of a Georgia Sena- 
tor in the film version of “Advise and Con- 
sent.” Previously a spokesman for the inte- 
gration leader had said Dr. King would accept 
the invitation of Producer Otto Preminger to 
make a brief appearance. Dr. King is certainly 
correct in saying that the role “could not have 
any significance in advancing civil rights.” 
He further thought some Southerners “would 
be inflamed” by the portrayal. The motives 
of Mr. Preminger and some of Dr. King’s 
friends may have been well-intentioned, as 
Dr. King’s attorney says, but Dr. King has 
shown the better judgment. 


Better Some Than None 


Missouri's Attorney General Thomas F. 
Eagleton is to discuss the “practical prob- 
lems” of rotating candidates’ names on voting 
machines with the Election Boards of St, 
Louis, St. Louis county, Kansas City and Jack- 
son county. He has been asked for an official 
opinion on whether rotation is legal, and pre- 
sumably he thinks it is. Otherwise there 
would be no point in talking over the matter 
with the various election officials, some of 
whose immediate predecessors were more in- 
terested in proving that rotation was impos- 
sible than they were in trying to achieve a 
workable rotation plan. 

We hope Mr. Eagleton finds it legally per- 
missible for the Election Boards to rotate for 
all offices. But as a practical matter the great- 
est need and the fewest problems involve 
candidates for party nomination for state and 
country-wide office. The least need and the 
greatest problems involve candidates for 
district-type offices within a particular Elec- 
tion Board’s jurisdiction. Better some rotation 
than none at all. 


Saturn Chalks Up a Success 


The first test-firing of Saturn, the world’s 
largest known rocket, was such an unexpected 
and unqualified success that it can be ac- 
cepted as good evidence of our ability to com- 
pete with Soviet Russia in the field of giant 
boosters. Although the odds were against 
Saturn, its first-stage cluster of eight engines 
This 
put it well ahead of Moscow’s boosters that 
orbited Gagarin and Titov. 

Optimism must be tempered by realization 
that it will be 1964 before Saturn’s second 
and third stages can be operational. By then 
Moscow may have launched a bigger rocket. 
Even so, this rocket which was the dream of 
Dr. Wernher von Braun and was built by his 
team of experts, stands as a measure of prog- 
ress. Begun in 1957 under the Army, it be- 
came involved in service wrangling and al- 
most was canceled because there was no mili- 


_ tary necessity for it, When the Von Braun 


team and Saturn were put under the National 
Aeronautics and Space, Administration, its 
progress was speeded. ' 

As an enormously powerful space truck, 
the 423-ton booster already has the thrust to 
hurl the three-man Apollo into orbit once this 
spacecraft, now in the blueprint stage, is 
ready. And when nuclear power is harnessed 
for spacecraft, Saturn can be used for long 
trips into outer space. Already it has taken 
us out of the tortoise-and-hare category in 
the space competition. ° 


Branch and Junior College 
The University of Missouri's decision to 


move toward creation of a full four-year 


branch institution in Metropolitan St. Louis 
is welcome recognition of this area's urgent 
and growing need for higher education facili- 
ties. We applaud the Board of Curators for 
their action, and hope the next Missouri Legis- 
lature will provide the wherewithal. 

The University’s objective is to locate the 
branch at the Normandy residence center, 
its new two-year college at the old Bellerive 
Country Club. While these facilities are now 
owned by the Normandy School District, 
there ought to be no problem in transferring 
title to the University, which evidently has 
sufficient funds on hand now to pay for them 
provided the asking price is reasonable. 

But acquiring the physical plant will be 
only the first and no doubt least costly step 
in creating an M.U. Branch. The actual cost 
of operation will be dependent on the attitude 
of a pinch-penny Legislature that has failed 
to finance fully the needs of the University 
of Missouri itself. On top of that the rural- 
dominated General Assembly has rarely 
shown proper appreciation of the needs and 
desires of Missourians in the metropolitan 
areas, where more and more of the state's 
people are living and where most of its tax- 
able wealth is situated. 

Even so, it is conceivable that the Legisla- 
ture might appropriate sufficient cash to 
operate a four-year branch here provided the 
metropolitan area legislative delegations gave 
this project the priority it. deserves. This 
might be a project in which labor and the 
Chamber of Commerce and parents could 
join forces in the interest of a necessary 
growth in university facilities in Metropolitan 
St. Louis. 

At the same time there ought not to be any 
slackening of the effort to create a city- 
county junior college district. As has been 
pointed out by Dr. Elmer Ellis, M.U.’s presi- 
dent, Missouri and St. Louis need all the post 
high-school facilities they can get, and junior 
colleges offer the quickest and least expen- 
sive way of getting them. 

A junior-college district embracing city and 
county can be created and largely financed 
by the people of this area on their own. Such 
a district, making use of all the tax resources 
of the metropolitan community, would make 
a first-rate complement to a M.U. branch, not 
a competitor. 

While awaiting the pleasure of the Legisla- 
ture on financing a branch, the people ought 
to concentrate on getting an area-wide junior- 
college district into being. 


Too Many Plumbers 

Supervisor McNary’s appointment of Joseph 
A. Shea to be one of the six Trustees of the 
Metropolitan Sewer District ought to be sub- 
jected to the closest possible scrutiny by the 
County’s Circuit Judges, who have the power 
to withhold approval. Mr. Shea, president of 
Peerless-Missouri Co., a wholesale plumbing 
and heating supply firm, would be the third 
Sewer District Trustee with what could be 
embarassingly close connections with the in- 
dustry whose function in part he would be 
regulating. 

Mr. McNary’s first appointee to the Sewer 
Board was Joseph T. Sheehan, a piping con- 
tractor who was active in Mr. McNary’s cam- 
paign for Supervisor. The other Trustee with 
long friendships and associations in this field 
is L. J. Stiers, an appointee of former Super- 
visor Matthews. If two plumbers on the Board 
may be one too many, three certainly are. We 
hope the judges hold up the Shea appointment. 

The Sewer Board as a policy-making body 
ought to be composed of distinguished lay- 
men rather than plumbers, plumbing contrac- 
tors, plumbing wholesalers or others active 
in the business with which it deals. The pro- 
fessional talent ought to be concentrated in 
a highly trained and competent staff. Surely 
Mr. McNary can find among his supporters 
a man or woman without a plumbing industry 
connection whose name could be substituted 
for Mr. Shea's. 


Is Plowshare a Sword? 

A nuclear engineering project that had no 
industrial or commercial support or demon- 
strable utility two years ago has been dusted 
off by the Atomic Energy Commission. The 
AEC announced it will set off a nuclear blast 
in a New Mexico salt shaft in December as a 
start of Project Plowshare. The announced 
purpose is to produce radioactive isotopes 
and to explore the possibility of storing 
heat for power. The salt shaft, 1200 feet be- 
low ground, was built during the last year at 
a cost of $1,000,000. The cost of the shot has 
been ‘estimated at $5,500,000. 

Senator Chavez of New Mexico called a 
1959 proposal for an identical explosion a 
“pipe dream’, and Jolin A. McCone, former 
chairman of the AEC and now director of 
CIA, admitted then he had no customers for 
the New Mexico project. The proposed blast 
was protested by the New Mexico potash in- 
dustry which was concerned that nearby re- 
serves of potash ore might be damaged. 

It was suspected that Project Plowshare 
was earlier a pretext to scuttle the nuclear 
suspension agreement. Mr. McCone took the 
view that the nuclear test suspension then in 
effect would not prohibit explosions for 
peaceful purposes, and was overruled. Now 
the principal question is whether this par- 
ticular project promises enough practical 
economic results to make it worth while. It 
was pretty thoroughly discredited on that 
score two years ago. What has happened to 
make it a sound proposal today? 

The New Mexico explosion will be in sharp 
contrast to Soviet atmospheric tests, includ- 
ing that of the 50-meéegaton bomb. All 
members of the United Nations are invited 
to observe the test, while Russian tests have 
been conducted in secrecy and concealed from 
the Russian people. The New Mexico test 
will produce no fallout and be a continuation 
of a current series of explosions of new de- 
vices which will also contribute to knowledge 
of peaceful uses of atomic power. The propa- 
ganda and military value may justify the cost 
even if the economic value does not, 
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- prevailing in Russia. 


How Reds Become Nationalists 


In Ex-Colonial Areas Communism Takes New Form to Combat U.S. 


By John H. Kautsky 


(Excerpts from an article by Mr. Kaut- 
sky, Associate Professor of Political 
Science, in the Washington University 
Magazine). 


The word nationalism is constantly 
used with reference to underdeveloped 
countries, as if its meaning were en- 
tirely clear. In fact, it is not. In un- 
derdeveloped areas, we are confronted 
with a phenomenon quite different in 
nature from European nationalism. 


In the absence of a common lan- 
guage, culture, religions, or race, what 
is it that provides the focus for the 

unity among politi- 
cally conscious ele-

tries? 

It would seem to be no positive fac- 
tor at all, but rather dislike of a com- 
mon enemy, the colonial power. Anti- 
colonialism must here be understood 
as opposition not merely to colonial- 
ism, narrowly defined, but also to a 
colonial economic status. This explains 
the nationalist movements in independ- 
ent countries like China, Egypt and 
Cuba, which stand in an economic co- 
lonial relationship to industrial coun- 
tries. 

As such, nationalism can unite not 
only people of different language and 
cultural backgrounds, but can also at- 
tract people of all economic and social 
classes. 


Instead of blaming each other for the 
difficulties growing out of moderniza- 
tion, the various social strata all blame 
the colonial power, the result being not 
internal conflict, but internal, anti- 
colonia! unity. 


Intellectuals Take the Lead 


More and more the intellectuals, 
largely because there is no one in their 
society to compete for it, assume the 
leadership of the nationalist move- 
ment. Their peculiar form of na- 
tionalism, which looks at steel mills 
both as symbols and as instruments 
of anti-colonialism, becomes character- 
istic of nationalism in underdeveloped 
countries, . 

If the dominant form of present-day 
nationalism in underdeveloped coun- 
tries can be defined as the drive of a 
rélatively thin stratum of Western- 
trained intellectuals toward rapid mod- 
ernization in opposition to the aristoc- 
racy and independently of the colonial 
powers, then the Russian Revolution 
may be viewed as one of the’ most im- 
portant manifestations of this form of 
nationalism, and by all odds the most 
successful. 

One of the ideologies produced. by 
Western industrialism that appealed to 
Russian intellectuals was Marxism. It 
taught that the socialist revolution pre- 
supposes a highly industrialized society 
which did not exist in underdeveloped 
Russia. Leninism is an adaptation of 
Marxism to the condition of an under- 
developed country. 


Lenin looked to an alliance of the 
workers and peasants, thereby signifi- 
cantly modifying Marxism in the light 
of a realistic assessment of conditions 
But what mat- 
tered most to him was the role of the 
intellectuals and hence of the Party in 
the Revolution. Lenin always insisted 
that the Revolution must be led by the 
proletariat, which, unable to under- 
stand its own interests, had to be led 
itself by intellectuals organized as its

“vanguard,” the Communist Party. 
This insistence on the leading roie 
of the intellectuals organized in the 
Party and their substitution for Marx's 
proletariat as the agents of history and 
the makers of revolution constitutes 
the core of Leninism. This is also the 
essence of Lenin’s adaptation of Marx- 
ism to conditions in underdeveloped 
countries, where the proletariat is non- 
existent or small and weak, but the 
intellectuals are the chief group driv- 
ing for revolution. 


For at least 30 years after the Rus- 
sian Revolution, the Communists suf- 
fered from their inability to make as 
complete a break with Marxism in 
their thought as they had in their ac- 
tions. They could not, in their theory 
and propaganda, as they did in their 
practice, entirely replace the party of 
the proletariat with the party of the 
intellectuals, the class struggle and the 
revolution of the proletariat with the 
nationalist movement and the indus- 
trialization of the underdeveloped 
countries. 

Only the cold war between the 
United States and the Soviet Union 
compelled international Communism to 
develop a new strategy which was des- 
tined finally to bring the policies and 
propaganda of Communist parties 
throughonot the world and particularly 
its underdeveloped parts into line with 


the modernizing, nationalist role Com- 
munism had played in the Soviet Union. 

It was a strategy which, in short, 
turned Communism from a professedly 
proletarian into a frankly nationalist 
movement. This new strategy was 
first developed by Mao Tse+ung during 
World War II in his battle against the 
Japanese, and it is for this reason that 
I call it the neo-Maoist strategy, but 
it was adopted by Moscow and the 
Communist parties in response to So- 
viet foreign policy needs beginning 
about 1947. These demanded that all 
possible forces, regardless of their 
class character, be mobilized against 
American foreign policy objectives. 

Under the neo-Maoist strategy, the 
Communists’ main enemy is identified 
not as capitalism but as ‘‘imperial- 
ism,’’ and all classes are to be 
mobilized in opposition to it. The 
Communists now claim to represent 
the interests of all classes, including 
those of the capitalists. 

With a strategy openly appealing to 
all classes, the Communists in under- 
developed countries are no longer tied 
to a non-existent or weak proletarian 
base, nor are they obliged to attack 
the native capitalists or any other na- 
tive groups except those closely con- 
nected with ‘‘imperialist’ interests. 
They can thus seek to draw strength 
from any group to whom their anti- 
colonialist program appeals. 

To Moscow, it is not revolutions but 
opposition to American foreign policy 
that matters. This goal can often be 
reached much better through an anti- 
Western nationalist regime in power 
than through a Communist party in 
opposition, 

In terms of formal party member- 
ship it is still possible to distinguish 
between Communist and non-Commu- 
nist nationalists. But in their policies, 
the Communist intellectuals driving for 
industralization and independence and 
the non-Communist intellectuals driv- 
ing for induStrialization and independ- 
ence have become virtually indistin- 
guishable. 

The frequently asked question wheth- 
er men like Castro or Lumumba are 
“genuine” nationalists or “really” 
Communists is hence a meaningless 
one; such nationalists have come to be 
like Communists because Communists 
have come to be like them. 


Between Book Ends 


BLACK LIKE ME, by John Howard 
Griffin, (Houghton, Mifflin, 176 pgs., 
$3.50.) 


What is it like to be a Negro in the 
South? Mr. Griffin decided to darken 
his skin and find the answer. For over 
a month he hitchhiked, walked, and 
rodé busses*in the states of Mississippi, 
Alabama, Louisiana and Georgia. This 
is his story in all its crudity and 
rawness. 


As a member of the “inferior” group, 
what were his thoughts, feelings, reac- 
tions to the community? What were 
his concerns? Frame of reference— 


just living was a reminder of his in- - 


ferior status. An important part of 
his daily life was spent searching for 
the basic things that all take for 
granted: a place to eat or somewhere 
to find a drink of water, a rest room, 
somewhere to wash his hands. 


Synthesizing, the author felt two 


problems of discrimination became ap- 
parent for the Negro: first, the dis- 
crimination against him; second, his 
discrimination against himself. He con- 
cluded that all the cherished question- 


begging epithets applied to the Negro 


race, and widely accepted as truth 
even by men of good will simply prove 
untrue when one lives among them, 
When all the talk, all the propaganda 
has beén cut away, the criterion is 
nothing but the color of skin. They 
judged him by no other quality. 


Was there any hope in the South? 
Yes. Atlanta changed his mind. Great 
strides have been made there which the 
author discusses specifically, including 
the philosophy of such leaders of the 
city as Mr. Ralph McGill and Mr. T, 
M. Alexander. 


Concerning an appraisal of the study, 
an obvious conclusion is that the author 
is a professional writer of a definite 
religious faith who is sympathetc to 
the group about whom he writes. Sec- 
ondly, it would be doubtful if his dis- 
guise was sufficiently apt to fool some 
of his contacts. The book, however, 
provides high adventure, along with 
being an informative, fascinating, but 
frequently depressing presentation 
structured for all readers with an em- 
phatic interest in social altruism.

YOUNGSTERS AND ADULTS 
alike expect to be mildly hor- 
rified by the games and tricks 
at a Halloween party, but the 
celebration is mild indeed com- 
pared to the past. The evolution 
of Halloween can be traced from 
ancient wild and weird Celtic 
rites, on down through the cen- 
turies to the era in rural Amer- 
ica when schoolboys delighted in 
hoisting wagons to barn and 
church roofs. 


Today Halloween is celebrated 
chiefly by little bands’ of grade 
school ghosts (often dressed in 
space suits) who go from house 
to house demanding candy and 
chocolate. Nearly all families 
are prepared with confections 
to treat their unsinister guests 
(the Candy, Chocolate and Con- 
fectionery - Institute estimates 
that 160,000,000 pounds of con- 
fections will be enjoyed on the 
eerie eve this year). 


Surely there is no more de- 
lightful time to give a party, 
for small fry or adults. The 
very theme of the day assures 
that everyone will be in a fun 
mood; possibilities for decora- 
tions and refreshments are end- 
less. 


Since Halloween is a sort of 
simple country-style holiday, 
keep the fare simple and whole- 
some, but on the festive side. 
Melted cheese and ham sand- 
wiches, baked beans, potato 
chips, big shiny apples — that 
sort of thing, plus the two

‘Sick’ Cartoonist 
Says It Isn’t So

. . JULES FEIFFER, who pioneered in the exploration of 
the phrase sick sick sick, is now trying to climb out from 
under the onus of that unhappy designation, and press for- 
ward to higher, happier, less neurotic ground. The other day 
‘oa _— I had a talk with the car- 
‘ toonist, who by some wild 
coincidence has just 
brought out e new book, 
“Boy, Girl, Boy, Girl,” 
both soft and hard cover 
(‘for those who are buy- 
ing it for a Christmas gift 
and might want to spend 
@ little more’). 

Ffeiffer, who has made 
an estimated $12,000,000— 
well, anyhow, a nice living 
—out of neurotic subject 
matter, now claims that 
he'd like to get rid of ‘‘the 
gick thing because it’s not 
true and never has been.” 

“Tt has always been one 
of the misfortunes one 
faces when commenting 
on a sick society,” he ex- 
plained. “The person who 
holds up the mirror is 
galled the sick one. I’m troubled, yes. Sick only maybe. 

“Already it has become a cliche that what is written in 
terms of satire today, or even in novels and plays, is about 
the breakdown in communication between people and sexes. 
This is beside the point. Actually the breakdown is between 
the person and himself. If you're not able to communicate 
successfully between yourself and yourself, how are you sup- 
posed to make it with the strangers outside?

“The attempt I made in my cartoons is to make 
it clear that people make up fairy stories about them- 
selves and cast these as their real images and then 
try to relate this image to the fairy tale image of 
another person and then afterwards become terribly 
troubled because there seems te be a lack of contact.

He erupts 
periodically with political comment, right on schedule like 
Old Faithful.

New Interior Beauty for the White House

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30. 

CHANGES IN THE White 
House are being made so fast 
these days that not even the 
White House police—who have 
shepherded as many as 14,000 
tourists a day through the State 
Rooms—can keep up with them 
all. 

We went down the other morn- 
ing, shortly after dawn, to take 
a White House tour and were 
lucky enough to draw as our 
guide a police officer who not 
only loves his work but with the 
White House restoration going at 
a fast clip, he finds it a chal- 
lenge, too. 

“If I miss a day,” he said, 
“I may miss a new piece of 
furniture or a painting and not 
know anything about it when 
I come to work the next morn- 
- It's hard keeping abreast 

it all. I made a fool of my- 
self ome day by talking about 
a picture an the wall that was 
no longer there. But I’m all for 


the changes. It’s a real chal- 


lenge and the tourists seem very 
impressed. You should hear the 
oohs and ahs.’’ 

We'd been put im one of the 
special early morning tours that 
includes the Diplomatic Recep- 
tion Room with its lovely new 
wallpaper — new to the White 
House, that is. It’s actually 125 
years old. And anyone silly 
enough to think there’s no differ- 


take a good look. 

Aside from the Diplomatic Re 
ception Room, we saw exactly 
what can be seen by anyone 
who wants to join the solid pha- 
lanx of tourists which winds 
half~way around the White House 
fence each morning and ulti- 
mately parades through the 
State Rooms on the first floor. 


How to Fix 


NOT SO MANY years ago a 
clay or ceramic tile floor was 
quite an undertaking. In those 
days tile had to be applied to a 
concrete base and so if you 
wanted tile on the floor, you first 
had to put down a concrete slab. 
If you wanted tile on the walls, 
first wired mesh had to be ap- 
plied and over this a coat of 
mortar and finally the tile. Not 
only was there a lot of work in- 
volved in all this but there was 
also a lot of weight and this often 
required special framing. 

Today, things are different. If 
you want a tile floor or wail the 
chances are that the tile can be 
applied over the existing surface 
if the surface is smooth and 
solid.

The Dip- 
lomatic Reception Room con- 
tains $180,000 worth of antique 
wallpaper and furniture (donated 
by the National Society of In- 
terior Design), and if anything 
gets knocked over, I'm through.”’

when her husband, Ray-

book, “One Lucky Woman.” 

Since most wives today outlive their husbands, Mrs. 
Clapper believes they should face up realistically to the pros- 
pect of widowhood. 

Here are some of her suggestions: 

“1. Keep up any skills you have—just in case. A woman 
who was a secretary should keep a typewriter around—and 
use it. If she was a nurse before marriage, she should con- 
tinue doing voluntary nursing. 


“2. Even if a widow has no occupational skills, I'd 
advise her to find some kind of work outside the 
home—even if she doesn’t need the money. Work is 
the great consoler. Get out among people and don't 
hide yourself in sorrow.

“3. Many women, after a period of widowhood, hope to 
remarry. But since men are dying faster than women, the 
chances of a woman finding a second helpmate are meager.

“I never had any resentment or bitterness over Ray's 
death,”’ she recalled. ‘‘He died as he would have wanted to— 
and | feel he went out in glory.”’ 

His editors suggested that she carry on his column. Mrs. 
Clapper felt this task was beyond her powers, but she had had 
experience speaking before women's clubs and she filled her 
late husband's lecture engagements. 

In the years since then sue has busied herself writing 
and speaking and serving as an executive of CARE. Last 
spring President Kennedy appointed her co-chairman of the 
American Food for Peace Council. 

A career of service has widened her horizons. left her 
no time for useless mourning. 


“Life is precious tor all of us,’ she remarked, 
“and I think life will survive anything, even atomic 
attack if it should ever come. But I like to think there 
will come a time when people dwell together in peace 
in one undivided world and children will no longer 
know what the word w-a + means.” 


Looking back across a crowded lifetime, Mrs. Clapper 
repeated the lines with which she closed her book: 

“I'm convinced ... that love, real love, never dies. It 
follows the beloved forever.”’ 

She feels she has, indeed, been one lucky woman.

DEAR DR. MOLNER: I am a young man and was told 


by my doctor that I have a mild case of TB. I am being (ff ° wi. £- 9700 


treated at home. What I can’t understand is that I feel just 
great, and when people ask me, I tell them so. 
How can I feel so good when I have this disease? 
B.E.G. 


If a person felt sick at the first touch of tuber- 
culosis we’d soon have the disease under control. 

But TB doesn’t act that way. The infection starts, 
and there is no sign by which the patient can detect it. 
He doesn’t notice a thing. He goes about distributing 
the germs to others—especially to those he most loves. 

By the time the patient himself notices it, the 
disease usually is pretty well advanced. 


After all, there’s no reason why the early stages should 
bother you or make you feel other than ‘“‘just great.” In the 
beginning, there's a little colony of TB germs that has estab- 
lished a beachhead in the lungs. They affect a very small area 
-—but they spread, and spread. 

In advanced stages, after the body’s battle with the germs 
has sapped your energy, then the disease makes itself obvious. 
But not at first. 


In fact, this very matter of feeling good becomes 
one of the great problems in running a TB hospital. 
Patients announce that they feel good and want to 
leave the hospital too soon. It takes some arguing and 
explaining to persuade some of these patients that, 
although they feel perfectly healthy, the germs are still 
active and must be put under complete control before 
they can safely leave. 

The strongest argument usually turns out to be 
the warning that by leaving too soon, the patient is 
going to run the risk of giving the disease to others 
around him. 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: I would appreciate a high protein 
and carbohydrate chart for cirrhosis of the liver. JW, 


There is no special diet for cirrhosis of the liver. 
Current practice is to give a normal, balanced one 
with mixed vitamin supplement. Average protein would 
be provided daily by one or two eggs, a serving of 
meat, fish or fowl, plus the protein from milk and 
dairy products. (There may be cases in which high 
protein is undesirable.) 

Frequently salt is restricted if there is swelling. 

Carbohydrate usually is average. If, for some par- 
ticular reason your physician finds that a special diet 
is best for your case, you should get the list or chart 
from him.
